IT will not be poſſible to recover the Penalties given by the ſaid Act againſt A- 
gents who neglect or refuſe to Account, unleſs it can be known who ſuch Agents 


are, and if this Clauſe ſhould have no Retroſpection, Then all Agents who have 
ſince the VIh of the Queen, neglected to paſs their Accounts will eicape with Im- 


punity, and thereby intirely Defeat the Good deſign'd by this Bill.
